Assemblies  will  be  held  in  the  fieldhouse  each  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  at  10  a.m.  The  Monday 
Fonun  and  Wednesday  Devotional  Assemblies  each  will  carry  one  credit  hour  per  year  or  ^A  credit  hour  per  se- 
mester. To  receive  credit  for  either  Forum  or  Devotional  Assemblies,  a  student  must  register  for  and  attend 
twelve  each  of  either  the  Forum  or  the  Devotional  Assemblies  offered  each  semester.  He  also  must  fill  out  and 
sign  a  final  examination  card  that  will  be  handed  out  on  the  last  week  a  Forum  or  Devotional  Assembly  is  held 
in  each  semester. 

During  a  student's  college  career  at  B.Y.U.  he  may  apply  a  maximum  of  three  semester  hours  of  devotional 
credit  toward  his  religion  requirement.  Such  credit,  however,  cannot  be  substituted  for  the  courses  required  in 
the  first  two  years  of  religious  instruction.  (For  full  instruction  on  basic  requirements  in  religion  see  page 
5  of  this  schedule.)    Credit  for  Forum  Assemblies  may  be  counted  only  toward  total   credit  for  graduation. 

These  assemblies  are  designed  to  promote  spiritual,  intellectual,  and  cultural  growth,  and  every  student  is  en- 
couraged to  attend  them.

E.  Rules  Regarding  Interpretation  of  University 
Policy  on  General  Education  Religion  Require- 
ments 

1.  Freshman  and  Sophomore  Registrations 

Although  students  at  B.Y.U.  may  register 
for  more  hours  in  religion  than  required  in 
the  freshman  and  sophomore  years,  which 
courses  may  count  as  elective  credit  toward 
graduation,  no  more  than  10  hours  in  re- 
ligion can  be  accumulated  in  the  freshman 
and  sophomore  years  toward  the  fulfillment 
of  the  University  general  education  require- 
ment in  religion.  A  student  must  complete 
6  hours  toward  the  University  requirement 
during  the  junior  and  senior  years,  part  of 
which  may  be  satisfied  by  the  devotional 
credit.  Devotional  credit  does  not  satisfy  the 
general  education  requirement  in  religion 
until  the  third  or  fourth  years  in  residence 
at  B.Y.U. 

2.  Transferees  From  L.D.S.  Colleges 

Transferees  from  Ricks  College,  the  L.D.S. 
Business  College,  and  the  L.D.S.  Church  Col- 
lege in  Hawaii  have  their  credit  in  religion 
appraised  as  if  it  had  been  taken  at  B.Y.U. 
so  far  as  the  above  rule  is  concerned.  How- 
ever, they  piay  transfer  no  more  than  6 
semester  hours  for  one  year's  work,  or  a 
maximum  of  10  semester  hours  for  2  years' 
work,  toward  the  satisfaction  of  the  gen- 
eral education  requirements  in  religion. 

3.  Transferees    From    Colleges    Having    L.D.S. 
Institutes 

Transferees  from  other  colleges  who  present 
college  transcripts  of  credit  for  Bible  studies 
taken  at  L.D.S.  Institutes  of  Religion  shall 
receive  full  credit  for  such  courses  as  if  they 
had  been  taken  at  B.Y.U. 

4.  Transferees    From    L.D.S.    Institutes 

Transferees  presenting  institute  credit  in  re- 
ligion for  courses  other  than  those  accepted 
by  the  adjacent  college  will  be  appraised  as 
follows: 

(a)  The  credit  will  be  accepted  on  transfer 
only  if  the  institute  director  certifies  that 
the  course  was  taken  for  college  credit  and 
was  covered  in  accordance  with  college  stan- 
dards, and  (b)  providing  the  student  does 
not  present  more  than  the  maximum  num- 
ber of  hours  acceptable  at  B.Y.U.  for  a  single 
semester  when  combining  his  college  and  in- 
stitute credit.  If  the  combined  credit  earned 
at  a  college  and  institute  in  a  given  quarter 
or  semester  exceeds  that  permitted  at  B.Y.U. 
(See  "Limitation  on  Credit  in  One  Semes- 
ter.") the  student  must  indicate  to  the  Of- 
fice of  Admissions  and  Records  the  courses 
for  which  he  desires  to  receive  credit  up  to 
the  prescribed  limit,  (c)  A  student  may  not 
transfer  to  B.Y.U.  from  institutes  more 
than  six  semester  hours  for  one  year's  work 
or  ten  semester  hours  for  two  years'  work 
toward  the  satisfaction  of  the  general  educa- 
tion requirement  in  religion. 

5.  Application  of  Transfer  Credit  to  B.Y.U.  Re- 
quirements 

Acceptable  transfer  credit  (as  per  items  2,  3, 
and  4  above)  may  be  used  to  meet  the  re- 
quirement of  16  hours,  but  until  the  com- 
bined acceptable  transfer  credit  and  the 
B.Y.U.  credit  total  16  hours,  2  hours  must 
be  taken  for  each  semester  in  residence  at 
B.Y.U. 


6.  Fifth- Year  Students 

Students  taking  a  fifth  year  of  college  work 
will  be  held  to  the  requirements  of  the  cata- 
log, namely  two  credit  hours  in  religion  for 
each  semester  in  residence  up  to  a  total  of 
sixteen  semester  hours. 

7.  Two- Year  Degree  Seeking  Students 

Students  working  toward  special  two-year 
degrees  or  certificates  must  satisfy  the  Uni- 
versity requirement  of  2  hours  credit  in  re- 
ligion for  each  semester  they  are  in  resi- 
dence up  to  the  maximum  of  16  semester 
hours. 

8.  Special  Students 

Special  students  must  present  1  hour  of  re- 
ligion credit  for  each  8  hours  of  collegiate 
work  completed  as  a  special  student.  For  any 
term  in  which  a  student  registers  as  a  regu- 
lar student  (10  hours  or  more)  he  must 
present  2  hours  of  religion  credit.  This  spe- 
cial student  should  keep  the  ratio  of  1  hour 
of  religion  for  each  8  hours  of  collegiate 
work  completed  as  a  special  student  current 
from  year  to  year  and  shall  be  required  to 
keep  the  rate  current  at  the  end  of  every 
two-year  period. 

9.  Summer  School 

A  student  is  not  required  to  register  for  a 
course  in  religion  in  Summer  School;  how- 
ever, upon  application  for  graduation  he 
must  present  1  hour  of  religion  credit  for 
each  full  summer's  work  in  which  he  regis- 
ters for  less  than  10  hours  of  credit,  and  2 
hours  of  religion  credit  for  each  full  sum- 
mer's work  in  which  he  registers  for  10 
hours  of  credit  or  more. 

10.  Definition  of  an  Undergraduate 

A  student  will  be  considered  an  undergrad- 
uate, for  the  purpose  of  applying  the  above 
rules,  until  either  he  has  received  his  under- 
graduate degree  or  has  completed  the  re- 
quirements for  graduation. 

11.  Students  Required  to  Study  Off  Campus 

Students  who  do  part  of  their  collegiate 
work  off  campus  under  the  requirements  of 
their  respective  departments  will  be  required 
to  have  two  hours  credit  in  religion  for  such 
semesters  as  they  are  off  campus  only  when 
the  University  provides  opportunities  for  the 
taking  of  such  courses. 

12.  Bible  Credit  From  Non-L.D.S.  Colleges  and 
Universities 

Transfer  students  coming  to  Brigham  Young 
University  and  bringing  Bible  credit  ob- 
tained from  accredited  non-L.D.S.  univer- 
sities and  colleges  will  have  this  credit  ac- 
cepted by  Brigham  Young  University,  and  it 
will  be  applied  as  elective  credit  toward  the 
total  of  124  hours  required  for  graduation. 
However,  regardless  of  the  amount  of  Bible 
credit  presented,  it  will  not  satisfy  the  gen- 
eral education  requirement  in  religion,  such 
transfer  students  being  required  to  obtain  2 
hours  in  religious  instruction  for  each  semes- 
ter in  residence  on  the  B.Y.U.  campus. 

11.  COUNSEUNG  SERVICE 

All  students,  regardless  of  where  registered,  are 
to  have  the  advantages  of  the  Counseling  Service.  It 
is  the  policy  of  the  University  that  all  new  students 
check  with  their  counselors  at  some  time  during  their 
first  year  at  B.Y.U.  to  discuss  the  results  of  their 
orientation  tests. 

12.  LIMITATION  OF  CREDIT  IN  ONE  SEMESTER 

Undergraduate  students  in  good  standing  may  reg- 
ister for  as  many  as  17  hours  of  credit  in  any  one 
semester  by  following  the  regular  registration  pro- 
cedure. The  dean  of  a  college  may  authorize  a  stu- 
dent   who    has    academic   ability   of   high   quality   to 


register  for  a  maximum  of  18  hours  for  the  first  se- 
mester in  residence  and  a  maximum  of  19  hours  for 
any  succeeding  semester.  Any  student  who  has  com- 
pleted 15  or  more  hours  of  college  work  and  who 
has  a  cumulative  grade-point  average  of  3.5  (or  a  3.5 
average  in  the  semester  previous  to  registration)  may 
register,  with  the  consent  of  his  dean,  for  21  hours. 
Auditing  of  classes,  registration  by  correspondence,  or 
registering  for  evening  school,  or  off-campus  courses 
constitutes  a  part  of  the  student's  total  registration. 
Any  exceptions  to  the  above  rules  shall  be  presented 
to  the  director  of  Admissions  and  Records  by  the 
dean  of  the  college  concerned. 

13.  EVALUATION  OF  TRANSFER  CREDIT 

At  Brigham  Young  University  a  student  has  com- 
pleted the  General  Education  requirements  except 
religion  and  American  History  and  Government  if  he 
has  graduated  from  any  accredited,  two-year  collegiate 
institution  having  a  pattern  of  general  education  sim- 
ilar to  that  at  B.Y.U.,  providing  that  he  presents  sat- 
isfactory evidence  of  having  completed  these  General 
Education  requirements.  Also,  a  student  has  com- 
pleted the  General  Education  requirements  except 
religion  and  American  History  and  Government  if  he 
transfers  to  Brigham  Young  University  from  an  ac- 
credited four-year  college  or  university  having  a 
pattern  of  general  education  similar  to  that  at  B.Y.U., 
provided  that  he  presents  satisfactory  evidence  of 
having  completed  the  General  Education  requirements 
of  his  former  college.  Other  students  will  have  their 
transcripts  audited  in  terms  of  the  B.Y.U.  program 
and  will  be  notified  as  to  what  remains  to  be  com- 
pleted prior  to  or  during  their  first  semester  at  B.Y.U. 

14.  MAJOR  AND  MINOR  REQUIREMENTS 

At  the  time  of  his  graduation,  the  student  must 
have  completed  at  least  twenty  semester  hours  in 
his  major.  He  must  also  have  completed  no  fewer 
than  fourteen  semester  hours  in  collateral  or  minor 
subjects  selected  from  courses  approved  for  this  pur- 
pose by  the  department  or  departments  offering  these 
courses  and  approved  by  the  chairman  of  his  major 
department. 

When  the  prospective  graduate's  high-school  and 
college  work  shows  marked  evidence  of  deficiencies 
in  scholarship,  in  breadth,  in  training  or  in  prepara- 
tion for  a  probable  future  activity,  the  chairman  of 
the  department,  in  consultation  with  the  dean,  may 
prescribe  certain  additional  specified  courses  accord- 
ing to  the  needs  of  the  particular  student. 

15.  CHANGING  FROM  ONE  COLLEGE  OR   MAJOR 
TO  ANOTHER 

The  student  who  desires  to  transfer  from  one  ma- 
jor to  another,  or  from  one  college  to  another,  may 
do  so,  but  must  clear  this  change  through  the  deans 
of  the  colleges  involved.  Official  change  of  college 
or  major  cards  may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  the 
dean  of  the  college  in  which  the  student  presently  is 
enrolled.  After  being  properly  signed,  these  cards 
must  be  turned  in  one  month  prior  to  the  next  se- 
mester's registration  to  the  office  of  the  dean  of  the 
student's  new  college.  Students  who  change  from  one 
college  or  major  to  another  without  clearing  through 
official  channels  will  have  difficulty  in  registering  for 
their  next  semester's  work. 

16.  WITHDRAWAL  FROM  THE  UNIVERSITY 

Students  discontinuing  registration  from  the  Unl» 
versity  are  required  to  clear  their  termination  first, 
through  the  office  of  their  dean  and  second,  with  a 
member  of  the  Dean  of  Students  staff.  Students  with- 
drawing from  the  University  after  the  third  week  must 
be  doing  passing  work  in  their  classes  if  they  are  to 
discontinue  without  academic  failure.  No  student  is 
officially  discontinued  from  the  University  if  he  has 
not  been  signed  out  by  a  person  authorized  to  do  so 
by  the  Dean  of  Students. 

17.  WITHDRAWAL  REFUNDS 

In  the  event  of  withdrawal  by  a  student,  a  refund 
will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  a  charge  of  $10  ($5  for

24.    JUNIOR  ENGLISH  PROnCIENCY  REQUIREMENT 

Each  student  with  more  than  sixty  semester  hours 
of  credit  who  has  completed  his  freshman  composition 
requirement  must  take  the  Junior  English  Proficiency 
Examination  during  the  first  semester  in  which  he  is 
eligible  for  it.  If  he  fails  this  examination,  he  must 
take  a  non-credit  remedial  course  during  the  next 
semester  in  which  he  is  a  full-time  student  to  correct 
his  deficiency  before  he  may  take  the  Proficiency 
Examination  again.  Passing  this  examination  is  a 
graduation  requirement. 


Since  each  student  should  have  completed  this 
examination  requirement  during  his  junior  year,  ap- 
plication for  graduation  will  not  be  considered  until 
the  applicant  has  passed  the  Junior  English  Profic- 
iency Examination.  In  the  event  that  a  prospective 
graduate  cannot  complete  his  requirement  by  the 
deadline  for  his  graduation  application,  it  will  be  nec- 
essary for  him  to  postpone  his  graduation  until  the 
next  commencement. 

The  examination  is  a  standard  examination  which 
measures  comprehensively  the  full  range  of  skills  in- 
volved in  the  process  of  good  writing:  organization, 
grammatical  conventions,  critical  thinking,  and  effect- 
iveness and  appropriateness  of  expression.  In  one  sec- 
tion of  the  examination  the  student  is  asked  to  iden- 
tify an  error  or  weakness  in  a  passage  and  to  show 
that  he  recognizes  the  error  by  selecting  a  revision 
from  the  four  choices  supplied  which  most  satisfac- 
torily solves  the  problem  in  relation  to  the  purpose  of 
the  writing.  In  another  section  the  student  is  asked  to 
demonstrate  his  own  ability  to  limit,  organize,  and  de- 
velop a  topic  by  writing  a  theme  on  a  topic  supplied 
by  the  examiner. 

The  Junior  English  Proficiency  Examination  will  be 
given  two  times  during  First  Semester:  Saturday, 
October  13,  1962;  and  Saturday,  November  17,  1962.

During  a  student's  college  career  at  B.Y.U.  he  may  apply  a  maximum  of  three  semester  hours  of  devotional 
credit  toward  his  religion  requirement.  Such  credit,  however,  cannot  be  substituted  for  the  courses  required  in 
the  first  two  years  of  religious  instruction.  (For  full  instruction  on  basic  requirements  in  religion  see  page 
5  of  this  schedule.)    Credit  for  Forum  Assemblies  may  be  counted  only  toward   total   credit  for  graduation. 

These  assemblies  are  designed  to  promote  spiritual,  intellectual,  and  cultural  growth,  and  every  student  is  en- 
couraged to  attend  them.

F.  Rules    Regarding    Interpretation    of    University 

Policy  on  General  Education  Religion  Require- 
ments 

1.  Freshman  and  Sophomore  Registrations 

Although  students  at  B.Y.U.  may  register 
for  more  hours  in  religion  than  required  in 
the  freshman  and  sophomore  years,  which 
courses  may  count  as  elective  credit  toward 
graduation,  no  more  than  10  hours  in  re- 
ligion can  be  accumulated  in  the  freshman 
and  sophomore  years  toward  the  fulfillment 
of  the  University  general  education  require- 
ment in  religion.  A  student  must  complete 
6  hours  toward  the  University  requirement 
during  the  junior  and  senior  years,  part  of 
which  may  be  satisfied  by  the  devotional 
credit.  Devotional  credit  does  not  satisfy  the 
general  education  requirement  in  religion 
until  the  third  or  fourth  years  in  residence 
at  B.Y.U. 

2.  Transferees  From  L.D.S.  Colleges 
Transferees  from  Ricks  College,  the  L.D.S. 
Business  College,  and  the  L.D.S.  Church  Col- 
lege in  Hawaii  have  their  credit  in  religion 
appraised  as  if  it  had  been  taken  at  B.Y.U. 
so  far  as  the  above  rule  is  concerned.  How- 
ever, they  may  transfer  no  more  than  6 
semester  hours  for  one  year's  work,  or  a 
maximum  of  10  semester  hours  for  2  years' 
work,  toward  the  satisfaction  of  the  gen- 
eral education  requirements  in  religion. 

3.  Transferees    From    Colleges    Having    L.D.S. 
Institutes 

Transferees  from  other  colleges  who  present 
college  transcripts  of  credit  for  Bible  studies 
taken  at  L.D.S.  Institutes  of  Religion  shall 
receive  full  credit  for  such  courses  as  if  they 
had  been  taken  at  B.Y.U. 

4.  Transferees    From    L.D.S.    Institutes 
Transferees  presenting  institute  credit  in  re- 
ligion for  courses  other  than  those  accepted 
by  the  adjacent  college  will  be  appraised  as 
follows: 

(a)  The  credit  will  be  accepted  on  transfer 
only  if  the  institute  director  certifies  that 
the  course  was  taken  for  college  credit  and 
was  covered  in  accordance  with  college  stan- 
dards, and  (b)  providing  the  student  does 
not  present  more  than  the  maximum  num- 
ber of  hours  acceptable  at  B.Y.U.  for  a  single 
semester  when  combining  his  college  and  in- 
stitute credit.  If  the  combined  credit  earned 
at  a  college  and  institute  in  a  given  quarter 
or  semester  exceeds  that  permitted  at  B.Y.U. 
(See  "Limitation  on  Credit  in  One  Semes- 
ter.") the  student  must  indicate  to  the  Of- 
fice of  Admissions  and  Records  the  courses 
for  which  he  desires  to  receive  credit  up  to 
the  prescribed  limit,  (c)  A  student  may  not 
transfer  to  B.Y.U.  from  institutes  more 
than  six  semester  hours  for  one  year's  work 
or  ten  semester  hours  for  two  years'  work 
toward  the  satisfaction  of  the  general  educa- 
tion requirement  in  religion. 

5.  Application  of  Transfer  Credit  to  B.Y.U.  Re- 
quirements 

Acceptable  transfer  credit  (as  per  items  2,  3, 
and  4  above)  may  be  used  to  meet  the  re- 
quirement of  16  hoiu-s,  but  until  the  com- 
bined acceptable  transfer  credit  and  the 
B.Y.U.  credit  total  16  hours,  2  hours  must 
be  taken  for  each  semester  in  residence  at 
B.Y.U. 


6.  Fifth-Year  Students 

Students  taking  a  fifth  year  of  college  work 
will  be  held  to  the  requirements  of  the  cata- 
log, namely  two  credit  hours  in  religion  for 
each  semester  in  residence  up  to  a  total  of 
sixteen  semester  hours. 

7.  Two- Year  Degree  Seeking  Students 

Students  working  toward  special  two-year 
degrees  or  certificates  must  satisfy  the  Uni- 
versity requirement  of  2  hours  credit  in  re- 
ligion for  each  semester  they  are  in  resi- 
dence up  to  the  maximum  of  16  semester 
hours. 

8.  Special  Students 

Special  students  must  present  1  hour  of  re- 
ligion credit  for  each  8  hours  of  collegiate 
work  completed  as  a  special  student.  For  any 
term  in  which  a  student  registers  as  a  regu- 
lar student  (10  hours  or  more)  he  must 
present  2  hours  of  religion  credit.  This  spe- 
cial student  should  keep  the  ratio  of  1  hour 
of  religion  for  each  8  hours  of  collegiate 
work  completed  as  a  special  student  current 
from  year  to  year  and  shall  be  required  to 
keep  the  rate  current  at  the  end  of  every 
two-year  period. 

9.  Summer  School 

A  student  is  not  required  to  register  for  a 
course  in  religion  in  Summer  School;  how- 
ever, upon  application  for  graduation  he 
must  present  1  hour  of  religion  credit  for 
each  full  summer's  work  in  which  he  regis- 
ters for  less  than  10  hours  of  credit,  and  2 
hours  of  religion  credit  for  each  full  sum- 
mer's work  in  which  he  registers  for  10 
hours  of  credit  or  more. 

10.  Definition  of  an  Undergraduate 

A  student  will  be  considered  an  undergrad- 
uate, for  the  purpose  of  applying  the  above 
rules,  until  either  he  has  received  his  under- 
graduate degree  or  has  completed  the  re- 
quirements for  graduation. 

11.  Students  Required  to  Study  Off  Campus 

Students  who  do  part  of  their  collegiate 
work  off  campus  under  the  requirements  of 
their  respective  departments  will  be  required 
to  have  two  hours  credit  in  religion  for  such 
semesters  as  they  are  off  campus  only  when 
the  University  provides  opportunities  for  the 
taking  of  such  courses. 

12.  Bible   Credit   From   Non-L.D.S.   Colleges  and 
Universities 

Transfer  students  coming  to  Brigham  Young 
University  and  bringing  Bible  credit  ob- 
tained from  accredited  non-L.D.S.  univer- 
sities and  colleges  will  have  this  credit  ac- 
cepted by  Brigham  Young  University,  and  it 
will  be  applied  as  elective  credit  toward  the 
total  of  124  hours  required  for  graduation. 
However,  regardless  of  the  amount  of  Bible 
credit  presented,  it  will  not  satisfy  the  gen- 
eral education  requirement  in  religion,  such 
transfer  students  being  required  to  obtain  2 
hours  in  religious  instruction  for  each  semes- 
ter in  residence  on  the  B.Y.U.  campus. 

11.  COUNSEUNG  SERVICE 

All  students  in  the  University,  regardless  of  where 
registered,  are  to  have  the  advantages  of  the  Coun- 
seling Service.  All  new  students  in  particular,  are  en- 
couraged to  check  with  the  Counseling  Service  at  some 
time  during  their  first  year  at  B.Y.U.  to  discuss  the 
results  of  their  orientation  tests  and  other  problems 
which  they  may  have. 

12.  LIMITATION  OF  CREDIT  IN  ONE  SEMESTER 

Undergraduate  students  in  good  standing  may  reg- 
ister for  as  many  as  17  hours  of  credit  in  any  one 
semester  by  following  the  regular  registration  pro- 
cedure. The  dean  of  a  college  may  authorize  a  stu- 
dent   who    has    academic    ability    of    high    quality    to 


register  for  a  maximum  of  18  hours  for  the  first  se- 
mester in  residence  and  a  maximum  of  19  hours  for 
any  succeeding  semester.  Any  student  who  has  com- 
pleted 15  or  more  hours  of  college  work  and  who 
has  a  cumulative  grade-point  average  of  3.5  (or  a  3.5 
average  in  the  semester  previous  to  registration)  may 
register,  with  the  consent  of  his  dean,  for  21  hours. 
Auditing  of  classes,  registration  by  correspondence,  or 
registering  for  evening  school,  or  off-campus  courses 
constitutes  a  part  of  the  student's  total  registration. 
Any  exceptions  to  the  above  rules  shall  be  presented 
to  the  director  of  Admissions  and  Records  by  the 
dean  of  the  college  concerned. 

13.  EVALUATION  OF  TRANSFER  CREDIT 

At  Brigham  Young  University  a  student  has  com- 
pleted the  General  Education  requirements  except 
religion  and  American  History  and  Government  if  he 
has  graduated  from  any  accredited,  two-year  collegiate 
institution  having  a  pattern  of  general  education  sim- 
ilar to  that  at  B.Y.U.,  providing  that  he  presents  sat- 
isfactory evidence  of  having  completed  these  General 
Education  requirements.  Also,  a  student  has  com- 
pleted the  General  Education  requirements  except 
religion  and  American  History  and  Government  if  he 
transfers  to  Brigham  Young  University  from  an  ac- 
credited four-year  college  or  university  having  a 
pattern  of  general  education  similar  to  that  at  B.Y.U., 
provided  that  he  presents  satisfactory  evidence  of 
having  completed  the  General  Education  requirements 
of  his  former  college.  Other  students  will  have  their 
transcripts  audited  in  terms  of  the  B.Y.U.  program 
and  will  be  notified  as  to  what  remains  to  be  com- 
pleted prior  to  or  during  their  first  semester  at  B.Y.U. 

14.  MAJOR  AND  MINOR  REQUIREMENTS 

At  the  time  of  his  graduation,  the  student  must 
have  completed  at  least  twenty  semester  hours  in 
his  major.  He  must  also  have  completed  no  fewer 
than  fourteen  semester  hoiirs  in  collateral  or  minor 
subjects  selected  from  courses  approved  for  this  pur- 
pose by  the  department  or  departments  offering  these 
courses  and  approved  by  the  chairman  of  his  major 
department. 

When  the  prospective  graduate's  high-school  euid 
college  work  shows  marked  evidence  of  deficiencies 
in  scholarship,  in  breadth,  in  training  or  in  prepara- 
tion for  a  probable  future  activity,  the  chairman  of 
the  department,  in  consultation  with  the  dean,  may 
prescribe  certain  additional  specified  courses  accord- 
ing to  the  needs  of  the  particular  student. 

15.  CHANGING   FROM   ONE   COLLEGE   OR   MAJOR 
TO  ANOTHER 

The  student  who  desires  to  transfer  from  one  ma- 
jor to  another,  or  from  one  college  to  another,  may 
do  so,  but  must  clear  this  change  through  the  deans 
of  the  colleges  involved.  Official  change  of  college 
or  major  cards  may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  the 
dean  of  the  college  in  which  the  student  presently  is 
enrolled.  After  being  properly  signed,  these  cards 
must  be  turned  in  one  month  prior  to  the  next  se- 
mester's registration  to  the  office  of  the  dean  of  the 
student's  new  college.  Students  who  change  from  one 
college  or  major  to  another  without  clearing  through 
official  channels  will  have  difficulty  in  registering  for 
their  next  semester's  work. 

16.  WITHDRAWAL  FROM  THE  UNIVERSITY 

Students  discontinuing  registration  from  the  Unlv 
versity  are  required  to  clear  their  termination  first, 
through  the  office  of  their  dean  and 'second,  with  a 
member  of  the  Dean  of  Students  staff.  Students  with- 
drawing from  the  University  after  the  third  week  must 
be  doing  passing  work  in  their  classes  if  they  are  to 
discontinue  without  academic  failure.  No  student  is 
officially  discontinued  from  the  University  if  he  has 
not  been  signed  out  by  a  person  authorized  to  do  so 
by  the  Dean  of  Students.  Single  students  under  21 
discontinuing  must  have  a  letter  signed  by  their  par- 
ents authorizing  their  discontinuance  before  said  dis- 
continuance can  be  official. 

17.  WITHDRAWAL   REFUNDS 

In  the  event  of  withdrawal  by  a  student,  a  refund

24.  JUNIOR  ENGLISH  PROnCIENCY  REQUIREMENT 

Each  student  with  more  than  sixty  semester  hours 
of  credit  who  has  completed  his  freshman  composition 
requirement  must  take  the  Junior  English  Proficiency 
Examination  during  the  first  semester  in  which  he  is 
eligible  for  it.  If  he  fails  this  examination,  he  must 
take  a  non-credit  remedial  course  during  the  next 
semester  in  which  he  is  a  full-time  student  to  correct 
his  deficiency  before  he  may  take  the  Proficiency 
Examination  again.  Passing  this  examination  is  a 
graduation  requirement. 


Since  each  student  should  have  completed  this 
examination  requirement  during  his  junior  year,  ap- 
plication for  graduation  will  not  be  considered  until 
the  applicant  has  passed  the  Junior  English  Profic- 
iency Examination.  Each  porspective  graduate  must 
complete  this  examination  requirement  at  least  one 
month  prior  to  graduation  or  postpone  graduation  un- 
til the  next  commencement. 

The  examination  is  a  standard  examination  which 
measures  comprehensively  the  full  range  of  skills  in- 
volved in  the  process  of  good  writing:  organization, 
grammatical  conventions,  critical  thinking,  and  effect- 
iveness and  appropriateness  of  expression.  In  one  sec- 
tion of  the  examination  the  student  is  asked  to  iden- 
tify an  error  or  weakness  in  a  passage  and  to  show 
that  he  recognizes  the  error  by  selecting  a  revision 
from  the  four  choices  supplied  which  most  satisfac- 
torily solves  the  problem  in  relation  to  the  purpose  of 
the  writing.  In  another  section  the  student  is  asked  to 
demonstrate  his  own  ability  to  limit,  organize,  and  de- 
velop a  topic  by  writing  a  theme  on  a  topic  supplied 
by  the  examiner. 

The  Junior  English  Proficiency  Examination  will 
be  given  two  times  Second  Semester:  Saturday,  Feb- 
ruary 16,   1963;  and  Saturday,  April  13,  1963.
